mow olaimed his wages for the whole of July, of 


which ho had worked thirteen days, and a further 
month's wages in lien of notice, besides damages: 
for his wrongful dismissal The plainti 
man who had many, testimonial ‘toprove’ hi 
ciency, sobriety, &e., and it was damaging to him 
that he should be diseharged in such a manner. 
Mr. Mossop prooveded to give the facts of the 
case. to the effect shown by the evideuco below, 
Jossph Henry Holmes, the plaintiff, said he 
was en engineor. On the 15th March lost ho 
entered into a verbal contract with Mr. Gordon 
that he ahoutd put up some machinery for a saw- 
mill at Bowrington. The agreament was for 
$150 s month, aud witness was of work getting 
up the machinerpuntil the latter. end of May, 
About the bogin: ing of June some of the port 
ners,came in and expressed satisfaction with his 
work, and the defendant told him that he might 
consider himself permanently ongaged. ‘He con- 
tinned with the work, and ho was paid for Jano, 
on the 10th July by cheque.

The following fromthe Shanghai Courier 
aust be takon for what it is.worth, We have 
not baen able to give any asconnt of the pro- 
coodings of the Commission or an outline eran of 
the conclusions arrived at by it for the very 
mufficient reason that the sittings are private. 
Whilst anable to prononnoe on the value of the 
Courier’s information in the wholo, we may point 
out the incorreotuess of the latter statement, as 
His Excellency Shac his been promoted to be 
Provincial Judge of Kisugen and therefore can- 
not roturn. to his formor post of Taotai of 
Shanghai, ‘ 

The movements on proceodings of Sir Robert 
Hart are watched with great interest by forcign- 
ers. Ho has proved himself a personage of fer 
moré importance than hie position of Inspector 
General of the Customs service ontitles him to. 
Throngh his instrumentality, wisdom, and dis- 
oration, peace was concluded between France 
and-Chins, and his visit to Hongkong.-while tho 
Opinm Commission was sitting, was regarded as. 
a significant faot, the fasling predominating that 
he, through the Chiness representative, would: 
be prepared to sabntit « scheme for the protec- 
tion of tho Rovenué of Chins that. would 
be goceptable to the Hongkong authorities 
and that the new Opium Convention negotiated 
by Marquis Tseng and Lord Salisbury would \ 
speedily come into forve.

From these it apposars that ao docision on the 
fpart oF the Chinese Government as to tho 
construction of the ‘railways is not to bo 
counted on with oortainty until tha Emperor 
attains his majority—that is, at tho end of 
next yoar. The reports show, moreover, that 
tho ciroumstances of tho country are not at 
present of a character to justify the oxpoota- 
tion, indulged in on many sides, that railways 
would be profitable. Besides this, English oom- 
potition must be carefally borne in mind. 

“Tn face of these reports, it, was resolved to 
recall Herr Erich at once. Another of the 
throo delegates will roturn in o short timo, whilo 
the third will remain in China for the present,” 

The answer received by tho depitation from 
the Viceroy at Tientsin is said to have been: 
“We will build railways when we ore able to 
monufactare the material in our own country.”
